Section 1—General Conditions 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1990-91 of Yen 370 
million is intended to be used for financing payments to 
Japanese Suppliers for import of Fire Fighting & Rescue 
Equipment and services necessary for the transportation thereof 
to ports in India. 

I (ii) The import licences should he issued for an aggregate 
amount not exceeding Yen 407 million (C1F) in favour of 
the importer, and should bear tho superscription "Yen 370 
million Japanese' Grant Aid for 1990-9F’. The licence code 
for the first and second sullix will be "S/JN”. But no import 
licence is required for items covered under O.G.L. 

I (iii) No remittance of focrign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bank charges to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo which may be remitted through normal 
banking channels, payment towards Indian Agent’s Commis¬ 
sion, if any, should be made in Indian rupees to the agents 
in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the 
licence value and will, thereof, be charged to the licence.

Note : Importer’s Bank in India should ensure that the 
rupee deposits arc invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of the advice of payment and nego¬ 
tiable shipping documents from the Bank of India, 
Tokyo and that the CAA&A, Ministry of Finance 
(DEA), New Delhi is informed immediately there¬ 
after.

V (iii) Disputes 

It should be understood that the Government of India 
will not undertake any responsibility for dispute, if any that 
may arise between the importer and the suppliers. The 
conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier before payment by 
the Bank of India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt qpt by the 
importer in Annexure-I undci "Terms of Payment”. Pro¬ 
vision dealing with a settlement of disputes be included in 
the condition of contract.

The importer shall promptly comply with any directions, 
instructions or orders issued by (he Government of India from 
time to time regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the imports and tor meeting all obligations 
under the Grant Aid (or 1990 91 from Japan.
